*0f this amount about $18,615,663 belongs to the cost of 
the main line of the public improvements from Phila- 
delphia to Pittsburg, which line was sold to the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company under the act of May 16, 185*7, 
for the sum of $7,500,000 — for which amount bonds of said 
company have been deposited in the State Treasury. The 
first, second, third, fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, 
ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth, 
fifteenth, sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth, nineteenth, 
twentieth, twenty-first, twenty-second, twenty-third, 
twenty-fourth, twenty-fift,h, twenty-sixth, twenty-seventh, 
and twenty-eighth bonds of $100,000 each, were redeemed, 
leaving $4,700,000 of bonds remaining on deposit, . . .

The mortgage, securing the payment of the $3,500,000 purchase money 
of the canals by the Sunbury and Erie Railroad Company was surrendered 
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to said company, agreeably to the act of March 7, 18(51, and $4,000,000 of 
bonds of said company were deposited as collateral security for the pay- 
ment of the original $3,500,000 of bonds still in the sinking fund, and a 
mortgage of $4,000,000 was also given to the State by said company to 
secure the payment of the said bouds for $4,000,000, as required in the 
third section of said act. And agreeably to the act of March 30, 18rt9, 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners delivered all the obligations of the Sun- 
bury and Erie Railroad Company to the Allegheny Valley Railroad Com- 
pany, and received therefor thirty-five second mortgage bonds of $100,- 
100 each, making $3,500,000 executed by the said Allegheny Valley Rail- 
road Company and guarranteed by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
Northern Central Railway Company, and the Philadelphia and Erie Rail- 
road Company, and payable to the Commonwealth as follows, viz : 

The principal of one of said bonds ($100,000) shall be payable each 
and every year, beginning with the 1st day of January, 1875, and so con- 
tinuing annually thereafter until the entire $3,500,000 shall be paid, with 
interest thereon from the 1st day of January, 1872. 

Numbers one, two, and three of these bonds, falling due respectively 
January 1, 1875, January 1, 1876, and January 1, 1877, each for $100,000, 
with its interest from January 1, 1872, have been paid by the Allegheny 
Valley Railroad Company, leaving $3,200,000 yet due the Common- 
wealth.
